The propaganda of corn 
is all well enough, and so also is the giv- 
ing of proper attention to the interests 
of American meat products, but we are 
sorry to note in this administration as 
in its predecessor, the omission of one 
item in the list of things to beexploited in 
foreign markets—an item of mcre inter- 
est to the American people than either 
corn or meat. The fact that we are mak- 
ing flour in this country in constantly in- 
creasing quantities, that our domestic 
market is overstocked, and that, owing 
to adverseand discriminating tariffs, our 
foreign market is limited, does not seem 
to have occurred to any of our secreta- 
ries of agriculture. Our ministers, in 
making their foreign treaties, singularly 
enough, seem to haveforgotten this also.

THE proposition is extremely simple: 
We are making more flour than we can 
sell, consequently the raisers of wheat, as 
well as the millers, are suffering. Many 
people want our flour, and would buy it 
if they had a chance. Discrimination 
keeps our flour from entering France and 
Germany. Let down the bars for the 
millers of the country—that is all they 
ask. Mr. Morton need not send an ex- 
pansive, blustering, self-advertising mis- 
sionary abroad in the interest of flour, 
similar to the one sent on behalf of corn. 
Get the millers the right of entry into 
France and Germany, and they themselves 
will send over all the missionaries neces- 
sary. It is useless to say that if the Amer- 
ican miller had free entry into these coun- 
tries he could notcompete. The American 
miller has shown the mettle he is made of 
in competing with the English miller. All 
he asks is a fair show and no favor. In 
order to introduce corn products into 
Germany. the agricultural department 
will have to do most of the work itself, 
as there is, practically, no enterprising 
class of corn millers to fall back upon. 
This is not true of the flour millers. All 
they demand is the right of entry. This 
they should have. and when they get it, 
and not until then, the American farmer 
will get a fair price for his wheat. 
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The world’s fair will hardly be in good 
running order before the latter part of 
June. Millers’ Week and Millers’ Day have 
been assigned to that part of the month. 
The best time to see the great show, and, 
at the same time, to meet all members of 
the trade, is then.

Milwaukee’s output was smaller, several mills 
being engaged in repairs and others waiting for 
the demand to improve. 

Flour at New York gradually weakened with 
the decline in wheat, and business as a whole was 
very unimportant, 

Baltimore reports more doing in flour for the 
week than in some time before, but with the mar- 
ket still unsatisfactory, owing to the low prices 
of spot and near-by flour. 

Superior and Duluth mills made 
sume output as.in the week before. Milling and 
grain men there are much concerned about the 
determination of West Superior to establish a 
grain inspection of her own, despite all obstacles. 

Secretary Perry has very encouraging things to 
say as to the progress of the Winter Wheat Mill- 
ers’ League.

NEW YORK CITY. 


[Special Correspondence.) 

There has been a feeling of disappoint- 
ment in the flour market all the week,and, 
instead of a general, active trade, busi- 
ness has been of a very unimportant total. 
The tone of the market has gradually 
weakened with the decline in wheat,until 
prices are about back to the old figures 
seen previous to the crop scare advance. 
Buyers seem determined to believe that 
there is no useof paying any higher prices 
than are now ruling. In fact, they have 
been wanting concessions lately and have 
been buying in a small car-lot manner, 
believing that if the crop report did not 
produce a larger advance than the one 
seen, lower prices would besureto fol!ow. 
Most of the transactions have been in 
spring wheat patents, on the basis of 
$4.35@4.45, though some sales have 
been reported as low as $4.20. Spring 
bakers’ have beenslow and heavy in tone. 
Low grade springs have been almost com- 
pletely neglected. In winter flour, there 
has been a moderate trade in straights 
and patents, with some business doing in 
extras; but the grades below extras, as a 
whole, have been dull. Foreign orders 
have been scarce. Shippers seem to beas 
indifferent as the home buyers, and are 
willing to buy only in small quantities. 

The wheat market at New York has, 
throughout the week, been menaced by 
the weakening condition of the Chicago 
May deal, the breaking of which caused a 
feeling of demoralization here. The con- 
struction put onthe recent crop report at 
the start was bullish, both here and on 
the other side. The other side bought 
freely of wheat for export, but became de- 
moralized by thecontinued weakness here, 
and in the past few days has done very 
little: 

The export movement this week has 
been rather discouraging. The clearances 
have shown a decrease of flour from the 
ports of, 20,000 bbls and an increase in 
wheat of 81,000 bus. It is expected that 
the exports of wheat will show a large 
increase soon, owing to the large export 


sales.

ROCHESTER. 


[Special Correspondence. | 

Millers say trade has not improved in 
the past week and they doubt if it could 
be any moreunsatisfactory. The demand 
continues light. Dealers seem to want 
only enough to supply them from day to 
day. This hand-to-mouth business al- 
most discourages the millers, and they 
wonder how much longer such a state of 
affairs will prevail. The mills run stead- 
ily, and the product is disposed of, but 
there are no orders ahead, as a rule, and 
the millers are only too glad to get any 
prices for their flour, so that they will 
not be compelled to shut down. 

The local millers say that, notwith- 
standing the dullness of the market, they 
get better prices for any Rochester trade 
they have than do western millers who 
are reputed to sell only for the highest 
quotations. The Rochester millers who 
compete for the trade of their own city 
tell your correspondent that they do not 
understand how the western firm can sell 
at such low prices and at the same time 
criticise others for cutting quotations. 

Spring wheat patents may be quoted at 
$5.20@5.30 for carloads, f. o. b. Bakers’ 
grades are especially weak and sell for al- 
most any price that is offered. The range 
may be given as $2.75@3. Winter wheat 
straight may be bought for $3.50. As 
concessions are made freely to secure 
large orders, there is no exact list of quo- 
tations, but the prices given are secured 
from the leading millers. 

C. T. Long & C o., Hamilton, Ont., have 
introduced their self-raising flours in this 
market. The North Dakota Milling Co., 
of Grand Forks, N. D., is also making ef- 
forts to push the sale of its products here, 
as are several other western firms. p

D., will be 32x48 feet in size, three stories 
high, and will have 10,000 bus storage 
capacity. It will be arranged both for 
grist and custom work. The power will 





be furnished by a 36 hp gasoline engine. 
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MINNEAPOLIS, April 19. 

The flour output last week was 166,- 
990 bbls—averaging 27,831 bbls daily— 
against 173,175 bbls the week before, 
187,790 bbls for the corresponding time 
in 1892, and 161,400 bbls in 1891. A 
somewhat larger capacity is in motion 
this week, and the production will, no 
doubt, be greater. There is now a good 
deal more water power than can be used. 
Some of the mills are not running, prefer- 
ring to wait until navigation is fully 
open, and much lower freights will be 
available on their shipments. For the 
week ending Saturday, the output ap- 
pears to have been about offset by orders 
taken. With weaker wheat for a few 
days past, however, it has been very hard 
to move flour, and business has been pret- 
ty dull. The home trade consists mainly 
of small and ecar-lot orders, the domestic 
trader being the last of all parties to place 
any confidence in an advance. In order 
to sell much at present, it is necessary to 
accept very low prices, and some millers 
declare that, rather than meet their com- 
petitors in this respect, they are willing 
to run lighter. All mills of any size have 
old orders on their books upon which 
they are unable to obtain shipping direc- 
tions, and there is universal protest 
against the system, it being regarded as 
one of the worst evils that the merchant 
miller now has to contend with. Thefor- 
eign trade is pretty quiet, though more or 
less orders are being booked by some par- 
ties. Exporters appear to have a high ap- 
preciation of the bakers’ turned out this 
season, and they make bids for shipment 
as far ahead, in some cases, as Au- 
gust. Minneapolis millers, in many _ in- 
stances, are sold ahead on this grade, 
the heavy sales of about 10 days ago 
having placed them in this position. Pat- 
ent moves less easily for export, being re- 

garded as less cheap, relatively, than bak- 
ay Foreigners are reported to be in- 
quiring about low grades, and somesales 
have been booked in the past few days. 
For quite awhile they would not pay as 
much as could be got in this country. 
This feature has made millers rather 
firmer as to low grades. The direct ex- 
port shipments by the mills last week 
were 41,040 bbls, against 36,015 bbls 
the preceding week. London quotations 
per 280 Ibs, ¢. i. f., are: Patents, 24@25s 
bakers’, 16@17s; low grades (nominal), 
11@12s8.

The 
manner in which the same grain firm fig- 
ured in a more recent case of a similar 
nature,has not tended to allay this feeling 
to any extent. 

The outcome as toCrocker, Fisk & Co.'s

| ested parties have had a number of meet- 
ings the past week, but a settlement ap- 
pears to be no nearer at hand. It is un- 
derstood that the bulk of the indebted- 
ness of the firm falls on the Fisk estate, 
the Crocker estate being quite small, and, 
while the representatives of the former 
are disposed to do all in their power to 
obviate the necessity of an assignment, 
this can not be done unless the general 
creditors make some concessions. After 
the death of Mr. Fisk, the estate was 
never divided, and legal complications 
are likely to result therefrom should not 
an amicable adjustment be reached. If 
an assignment is forced, it is a question 
whether the general creditors would fare 
nearly as well as though this extremity 
were avoided. 

Ignatius Donvrelly was father, in the 
late legislature, of a bill designed to make 
heavy reductions in freight rates on grain. 
It cut down present rates about 28 per 
cent on long, and about 20 per cent on 
short hauls. The bill was killed in the 
house, where it originated. Two bills, 
with provisions intended to prevent mix- 
ing of grain by terminal elevators, met a 
similar fate. One of them provided that 
any elevator containing clez ning: machin- 
ery should be designated as a “private 
mixing house,” and its receipts should be 
non-negotiable on contractsupon boards 
of trade.

It appears that Mr. Nicolin carried on his 
milling business for a long time without 
having the least idea as to how much his 
flour was costing him. Speculation was 
all that was required in addition, to hope- 
lessly involve him. 
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MINNEAPOLIS, April 19. 

In the early part of the week ended to- 
day, wheat wasrather stronger, and flour 
participated in the improvement. British 
markets were also affected by this favor- 
able turn of the markets on our side. 
The disquieting feature of the rise was 
that, while it was backed by reports of 
serious damage to winter wheat in Kan- 
sas, Illinois, and some other states, it 
was also influenced by the unhealthy at- 
mosphere of manipulation for purely spec- 
ulative purposes. The conditions gov- 
erning the latter factor in the values of 
breadstuffs have since changed, and the 
support previously afforded is with- 
drawn, taking with it public confidence 
in the intrinsic merit of the properties. 
Though the center of the manipulation 
is in Chicago, its fingers reach to all 
points dealing in wheat or flour, even to 
Europe. The advance was lost Monday 
and Tuesday, though prices on the latter 
day were no lower than on Monday. 
Speculators were much interested in the 
price of the May options at Chicago, 
though few of them participated in the 
gains or losses, having voluntarily liqui- 
dated before or been frozen out. Opinion 
seems to be pretty well divided between 
the idea that the clique is well out of the 
deal and the notion that when May comes 
a real corner will appear, and that July 
will take the place of May in sensational 
developments. As in all transactions 
which play with men’s credulity and 
greed, the intentions of the manipulators 
are clothed in mystery, but with a false 
trail exposed that leads the victims into 
financial troubles. While the question- 
able methods employed secure no very 
large net profits to any, the losses of 
many are most severe. Yet these silly 
people, who are attracted to be robbed, 
are not satisfied with singed wings, but 
return to be dropped among the financial 
rubbish that litters the pathway of such 
stupendous follies. When the atmos- 
phere clears of these unsound conditions, 
there is hope of healthier markets, at 
least, if not higher ones, while the pros- 
pects for thelatter w ould be brighter than 
than now. 

Receipts of wheat for the week ended 
April 15 were 948,900 bus in Minneapo- 
lis and 110,835 busin Duluth. These re- 
duced country elevator stocks more than 
1,000,000 bus, for the elevator receipts 
at interior points in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas were only about 76,000 bus. In 
addition to the interior elevator ship- 
ments to Minneapolis and Duluth, were 
the shipments to Chicago and to milling 
points other than Minneapolis. In the 
Red river country no marketing of con- 
sequence was done by farmers. The haul- 
ing of wheat from the farms was mainly 
in central, western and southern Minne- 
sota. These interior supplies are now 
drawn down rather low, as compared 
with the amounts so stored early in the 
winter. The country supply is about 12,- 
000,000 bus, against about half as much 
last year. Still, there is less in the hands 
of farmers, which reduces the expected re- 
ceipts below those of last year, reckon- 
ing the probable arrivals from now, as 
compared with what actually came for- 
ward last year. Chicago took in above 
1,141,000 bus last week, but about 800,- 
000 bus of it was shipped from Minneap- 
olis and had been counted once, so that 
counting it in Chicago again was a du- 
plication. Besides the Minneapolis ship- 
ments, very few were made, except ex- 
ports from New York, making the gen- 
eral movement of wheat very light for 
the week. 

Some headway was made in spring 
seeding, though cold weather and several 
storms delayed work on farms that were 
otherwise fitted to receive the grain. 
South Dakota has more work done than 
Minnesota, though in several parts of the 
center and south of this state quite a be- 
ginning has been made. Compared with 
a yearago, theamount of seed on theland 
is nearly the same. Little had been done 
in the north last year at this time, and 
little actual seeding has been done this. 
Theadvantage now is that the landis all 
plowed, while a year ago nearly half of 
it, in North Dakota and in northern Min- 
nesota, was unplowed. The Red river 
country came nearer a failure last season 
than ever before, on account of late seed- 
ing and wet land, but the same moisture 
was helpful to the western parts of North 

Dakota, where the larger yields were 
found. 

Winter wheat improved little in condi- 
tion, aside from the natural growth inci- 
dent to the season. In general, the south 
and extreme southwest did well, and 
growth wasfair, whilein parts of Missouri 
and nearly all of Kansas, loud complaints 
were made of dry land and dry weather. | 

Kansas, at best, promises an indifferent 





crop. Illinois is poor, Indiana fair only, 
Michigan reported damage, while Ohio is 
mostly good. 
The wheat market today was very 
weak, rains in Kansas causing depression. 
These rains were quite general, according 
to Topeka dispatches, with a fall of a 
half inch all over the state. Still, it is the 
opinion that a small crop at best can be 
looked for from that state. Stocks at 
the seaboard are not heavy, though they 
are some 8,000,000 bus. They decreased 
1,298,000 bus last week, but at that rate 
Ww rill not be exhausted when new arrivals 
flow in. Bradstreet’s made a decrease of 
2,500,000 bus for the week in the avail- 
able supply, but,as far as the northwest 
is concerned, the figures have no weight, 
as they are known to be unreliable in es- 
timates of interior supplies. The Chicago 
deal was very quiet today, and May was 
some 17c lower than it was about a week 
ago. The close was only 4c above July, 
with many talking that the clique is out 
of it, which others doubted.

FLOUR.—The flour market was weak 
at the close, and some millers sold under 
the prices made by them a week ago. The 
weakness was caused by the decline in 
wheat, and quotations were made to cor- 
respond. Few millers could get prices 
from abroad that would move patents 
with freedom, though some bakers’ was 
sold to export after the lake opens. A 
better feeling when wheat was higher en- 
abled local millers to sell considerable 
flour for domestic trade, and this is again 
helping them through the current dull- 
ness.

The 
place is Toledo, and if we don’t have one 
of the largest meetings of millers ever 
held, it won’t be because I didn’t tell the 
millers to advance the price on flour 
enough to cover expenses, and be thereat 
that time. I think we will all be proud 
of this league before we are through with 
it, and those millers who are not members 
are especially urged to be present and be 
proud with us. H 

We had a nice snowstorm last night | 
and things look wintry, but, of course, | 
wheat has not suffered. It never does | 
suffer when we most want it. to. From | 
correspondence it will be observed that | 
crops in Ohio are looking well. We must 
do something to head off those low prices | 
made by St. Louis, and [can not think of | 
anything better than to kill their wheat | 
and raise a big crop here. ‘Through cen- | 
tral New York this week the wheat looked | 
spotted and it will not be a big crop. 
That ischeerful information. Peoplehave 
grown to have a lingering longing for 
that Ohio flour, and, if we could only sell 
it to meet the low prices of our numerous 
competitors, there would be no other 
flour used. 

The Akron mills have been busier, 
though they have missed but a few days 
since Jan. 1. When flour is dull, oatmeal 
and other cereals share in the general de- 
spondency. 

Warder & Barnett, Springfield: ‘No 
wheat is coming in. Farmers are busy 
plowing forcorn. There isnothing of in- 
terest to note, except the fine rains we 
are having on the growing crop, which 
generally appears fair for an average 
yield. The dry wind and cold were hard 
on it until the abundant rain came to its 
relief.”’ 

John R. Wilhelm, Defiance: ‘Very lit- 
tle wheat is moving. We are beginning 
to have some croakers on the growing 
wheat, but it would be a wonder if we 
did not have some complaints. From my 
personal observation, think we are going 
to have a good crop hereabouts. Farm- 
ers want to see a bad crop, so as to let 
them out on their old wheat, but want a 
good crop,so as to have more to sell. Am 
truly sorry for them.”’ 

Carr & BrownCo., Hamilton: ‘Very lit- 
tle wheatis coming in. Farmers are very 
busy. The growing wheatcrop looks well 
—never saw it look better here. The flour 
trade is again dull.” 

Durst Milling Co., Dayton: ‘“Nowheat 
is coming in. Farmers are too busy now. 
Wheat is looking finely in the country 
now, afterthe good rains we had on Tues- 
day and Wednesday. All the oats are 
sown, and the ground is in good condi- 
tion for corn. Some will be planted next 
week if the weather keeps warm.” 

Warwick & Justus, Massillon: “No 
wheat is coming in. We find the flour mar- 
ket very dull. Buyers will not takemore 
than enough to satisfy present needs. The 
growing crop looks well.” 

Shelby MillCo., Shelby: ‘““‘The movement 
of wheat is limited. At present prices for 
wheat, it is close work for millers, partic- 
ularly since the decline in millfeed. With 
so many mills running lightly and on 
half time, we look for some reaction in 
the flour and feed markets more favorable 
to profitable manufacture.”’ 

Orrville Mill Co., Orrville: *‘ Farmers 
have stopped hauling wheat, though 
there is plenty in the bins yet to sell, and 
from present indications this reserve will 
be largely augmented by the growing 
crop, which is very promising at this 
writing. If the Chicago wheat farmers 
would only go to raising the price of flour 
the way they have been raising May wheat 
what ahappy lot wemillers would be.” 

Gilbert, Waugh & Co., Mansfield: ‘‘Very 
little wheat is comingin. Wedonot want 
to follow the Chicago gamblers to the top 
and then be subject to the sudden down- 
fall that is likely to overtake them at no 
distant day.

Wheat receipts were a little larger this 
week than for the week before, but ship- 
ments were heavier, leaving stocks con- 
siderably lower today than they were a 
week ago. The amount of wheat in store 
here today is only 1,132,823 bus, and of 
corn 260,583 bus. Receipts of corn were 
a third larger than for the preceeding 
week, but the Mexican trade has drawn 
heavily on stocks, leaving only about the 
average amount in store. 

Grain buyers who have been through 
Kansas lately report it very difficult to 
buy wheat from producers. In many 
parts of the state, the harvest outlook is 
so poor that they cling to their 1892 
wheat, entertaining no offers for it. On 
this account, light receipts are expected 
here for a week or two. 

Arrangements are now completed to 
make Kansas City a speculative grain 
market. The rules of the commercial ex- 
change have been amended so as to per- 
mit trading in futures, and the pit for 
speculative purposes was completed to- 
day. Next Monday it will be dedicated, 
and it is expected this will be a much liv- 
lier market henceforth. 

E. R. Field, of the Standard Grain Co., 
this city, is in New Orleans, studying the 
facilities offered there for routing corn to 
Vera Cruz, via St. Louis and New Orleans 
by the all-water route mentioned in the 
Northwestern Miller last week. 

The new mill built by the National Mill- 
ing Co., Parsons, Kan., was started suc- 
cessfully April 8. 

Work on the new mill for the Goodland- 
er Milling Co., Ft. Scott, Kan., has begun.

Shipments of flour and feed for the week 
were better than for the last,four weeks, 
but this is not saying much,’ for the 
amount of business for the week is quite 
below the general average for the year.

Certainly, there is no 
gain, and perhaps, on the whole, they are 
a trifle lower. Feed prices keep up well, 
but the increase in the amount going out 
is an indication that the local demand is 
not so strong, and very soon there will be 
a marked decline in the value of offal, 
which, it would seem, must be met by a 
higher price for flour, or business will ab- | 
solutely come to a standstill, if wheat 
values are maintained. The Red line had 
the lead in tonnage, with the Great East- | 
ern line second. 


Local jobbing prices are in almost the 


same notch they have been for six weeks, 
but the price paid farmers for wheat 
jumped up 1c over last week's price, 
which was the lowest average for any 
week of this crop year. 

I returned from a 10 days’ trip to Kan- | 
sas last night, and have been so busy to- 
day that I have not had time to inter- 
view the local millers, but I understand 
things are about “‘so-so,” with no change | 
worthy of record. Thoman & Bro. have

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PRIVATE CONTRACTS. 





The public at large has a general, and | 
sometimes powerful, interest in the con- | 
tracts of individuals, though, in a gener- | 
al sense, every man has a right to do| 
what he will with his own, provided he | 
break nolaw. But it sometimes happens 
that, even in the absence of direct statu- | 
tory prohibition, the courts, after a con- 
tract has been entered into, will declare 
it void, on the ground that it isin conflict 
with public policy. The reason for this 
is that society is a great whole, and the 
government will not permit individuals, 
in the exercise of their private rights, to 
intefere with the welfare of the commun- | 
ity of which they are but an inconsider- 
able part. And so it happens often, that | 
contracts which are in themselves valid 
and binding as between the parties, are | 
declared void and of no force, because 
they impinge the inherent rights of oth- 
ers. | 

Among contracts which are void as | 
against public policy, the most common 
are gambling contracts, speculative life 
insurance contracts, contracts of re- 
straint of trade, and,so prominent a sub- | 
division of the latter as to be almost a 
separate class, trusts and combinations. 
All gambling contracts are not void, but 
they are voidable. The courts refuse ab- | 
solutely to touch them, and they invari- | 
ably leave the parties in the position in | 
which they find them, unless some stat- | 
ute by way of penalty provides for the | 
recovery of money lost. This principle | 





does not apply to gaming, pure and sim- | 
ple, but to those wagering contracts | 
which frequently arise, sometimes in the | 
way of business, and sometimes quite | 
distinctly outside of commerce. | 

Speculative life insurance contracts are 
probably less generally understood than 
any other species of contracts which are 
in violation of public policy. The prin- 
ciple upon which these cases rest is that | 
no man should be permitted to acquire a | 
pecuniary ‘interest in the death of an-| 
other. The law assumes that in the} 
nearer degrees of relationship by blood, | 
the natural affection would outweigh | 
any financial consideration involved in a | 
human death. Therefore, in order to} 
sustain a life insurance contract, the | 
beneficiary must have an _ insurable in- | 
terest in the assured life. The relation- 
ship must be such as raises a legal pre- | 
sumption that the beneficiary would be! 
damaged more by the death of the as- 
sured than the amount of the insurance 
would be compensation for, and near re- 
lationship always raises this presump- 
tion. 

There is another species of insurable in- 
terest in which the commercial world has 
a more practical interest. It is the inter- 
est which the creditor has in the life of 
his debtor. Thecourts hold that so far 
as lifeinsurance may be used to render 
more secure commercial transactions 
made upon a credit basis, it is legitimate 
and legal. But the amount of insurance 
must not be disproportionate to the 
debt thus secured. If the contract is one 
under which the assured pays the premi- 
ums which keep the insurance in force, the 
amount must besubstantially the amount 
of the indebtedness, This, however, is 
seldom the case, for the very nature of 
the security renders the ability of the in- 
sured to keep it good,at the least prob- 
lematical. Where, under the contract, the 
creditor is to keep the premiums paid, the 
amount of the insurance must not be ma- 
terially more than, under the mortality 
experience table, there is a probability of 
his having to pay in premiums and the 
interest thereon, in addition to the debt 
secured, and the probable interest thereon. 
Of course, when the contract is made, all 
these things are undeterminable, because 
itcan not be known exactly when the 
assured will die, and, if, in providing for 
reasonable contingencies, the outcome re- 
sults in a material gain to the creditor, 
that will not invalidate the contract. 
Butit must not be disproportionate to 
the risk assumed; it must not be for an 
amount which could not possibly accum- 
ulate in interest, premiums and debt. 

Contracts in restraint of trade are 
those contracts which tend to decrease 
orimpair the earning capacity of a citi- 
zen, or which tend to limit or contract 
the production of a commodity. When 
either of these results is attained, there 
is a substantial damage done the com- 
munity at large. A contractthat a man 
shall not pursue a certain calling, or en- 
gage ina certain business, is absolutely 
void, no matter what may be the con- 
sideration for it. This question frequently 
enters into the sale of businesses. If the 
good will is sold, the seller will not be 
permitted to engage in the same business 
where it will interfere with the inter- 
ests of the buyer, whether he so con- 
tracts or not. Thatis what the sale of 
the good will means. Butif he contracts 


that he will not enter into the same busi- 
ness again, that contract is absolutely 
void. Thesame principle applies to con- 
tracts with employes, by which they 


competitors of the employer, and similar 
contracts. 


| limitation, such contracts are valid and

In order to protect such con- 
tracts from the operation of the doctrine 
of public policy, it is absolutely neces- 
sary to limit the condition, either as to 
time or territory, so that the trade, call- 
ing or business contracted against shall, 
under the terms of the contract, be open 
to the contractor, either at some future 
time or at some other place. With this 


binding, and will be enforced, not only 
by recovery of damages, but their breach 
will be restrained by injunction. Con- 
tracts in the nature of limitation of the 
production of a commodity, come almost 
wholly within the domain of commer- 
cial trusts, and their consideration is 
well worth a more lengthy review than 
can be given here.

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PACIFIC COAST NOTES. 


Wuest, Pride & German have bought 
the mill at Santa Ana, Cal. 

At Vancouver, the British Columbia 
Milling & Feed Co. lately started work. 


J. J. Farnsworth, Rockford, Wash., has 
pought the Lincoln mill of Warner & Brad, 
at Elberton. 

San Quintin, Cal., is figuring on a mill, 
which is likely to be built in season for 
this year’s crop. 

c. C. Kohlmeier and John Sutcliffe have 
formed the Atlas Milling Co., to do busi- 
ness at Los Angeles, Cal. 

The mill at Chico, Cal., has been shut 
down lately for repairs and remodeling, 
preparatory for the new season. 

Rickreal, Ore., is to have a new mill, 40 
x50 feet in size and four stories high, in- 
cluding basement. Work began about 
March 15. 

According to the San Francisco Bulletin, 
it costs more now to convey wheat 200 
miles inland in that state than it does to 
earry it 18,000 miles by sea. 

Denver, Wash..is to have a 100 bbi mill, 
to be started at once. Pomeroy, same 
state, will have a mill of the same size, to 
be built by a stock company. 

The Walla Walla (Wash.) Warehouse & 
Elevator Co. has been incorporated by C. 
L. Swezea, E. A. Reser and Grant Cope- 
land, with $100,000 capital stock. 

A. 8S. Kilpatrick will build a roller mill 
near Bishop, Cal., the power to be fur- 
nished by water from the farmers’ ditch. 
This mill is the fourthin the valley where 
it will be located. 

It is stated that the Great Northern 
company will build a branch from Spo- 
kane into the Palouse country of Wash- 
ington, which is one of the richest wheat 
tracts of the coast. 

Henry Miller, miller at the Chico, Cal., 
roller mill had one of his eyes severely in- 
jured recently by a bit of red hot iron 
which flew from the anvil in a blacksmith 
shop. It is not known whether the eye 
ean be saved. 

The Oroville, Cal., mill property was 
sold lately at sheriff’s sale, under a judg- 
ment and decree of foreclosure. It was 
bid in for $11,538.75, the amount of the 
judgment, by Thomas McGee, the plaint- 
iff in the action. 

At Spangle, Wash., the Excelsior Ware- 
house Co. has incorporated with $100,- 
000 capital stock, to carry on a general 
grain warehousing business. The incor- 
— are C. Gleason, D. Osten, J. W. 

odgson, F. D. Palmerlee and George 
Fellows. 

O. M. Norton, late of Kansas, an expe- 
rienced miller, has organized a joint stock 
company and will at once put up a 100 
bbl mill at Mancos, Col. The company 
is said to be financially a strong one, be- 
ing headed by George Bauer and John 
White. The projectors state that the mill 
will be ready to buy and grind all the 
wheat that can be raised on the Mancos. 


A. Coolidge, president of the banking 
firm of Coolidge & McClaine, of Silverton, 
Ore., has instituted an attachment suit 
against the Oregon Milling Co., of Silver- 
ton, to recover $4,967.77 borrowed from 
the bank during the year. The sheriff at- 
tached this company’s mills and ware- 
houses at Silverton and Turner, and its 
warehouses at Shaw and Switzerland. 


The Farmers’ Milling Co. has been incor- 
porated by T. Burns, of Spokane, 
Wash., and Messrs. W. H. Marshall, W. 
R. Parks, W. L. Shearer and E. B. Hop- 
kinson, of Marshall,samestate. Thecap- 
ital stock is $25,000 and the purpose of 
the company is to do a general milling 
business, the permanent place of busi- 
hess being at Marshall. Thelife of thecor- 
poration is fixed at 50 years. 

_The ranchers of Lower California are 
circulating a protest_against the admis- 
sion of flour free of duty, on the ground 
that, while the crops of Senora last year 
were very short, the growing of bread- 
stuffs on the peninsula has been under- 
taken on a large scaleand great hardship 
willensue. Petitions for relief are being 
Sent to the City of Mexico from Sonora 
and other parts of the country affected 
by last year’s drought, but Lower Cali- 
fornians are fighting the measure pro- 
posed. 

_The extensive Scotch grain-handling 
firm of Balfour, Guthrie & Co. has opened 
a branch office at Seattle, and has leased 
Warehouse room aggregating about 800,- 
000 bus for the purposes of its business. 
Alexander Thompson is to manage the 
branch at Seattle, whichis the pioneer en- 
terprise in the wheat-buying line at that 
point. The receipts of the firm are ex- 


pected to come from along the Great 
Northern in the Big Bend country, and 
from the Palouse branch of that road, if 
its construction is carried out as planned. 

F. B. Miller, head miller of the Buckeye 
mill, Marysville, Cal., has invented an 
automatic scale which consists of a cyl- 


inder, balanced by the use of a liquid— 
water, alcohol, mercury or any other 
liquid—on the interior. The exterior of 
the cylinder is surmounted by buckets, 
and the quantity of material passing 
around the cylinder is designated on the 
outside of the casing by an automatic 
register, governed by the revolutions of | 
the cylinder. Five of the machines have 
been in use at the Buckeye mill for some 
weeks, and much success is claimed for | 


them. } 

Tacoma has secured the 1,000,000 bu 
elevator that is to be partially built by 
the Farmers’ Terminal Warehouse Co. (a 
corporation formed by the Washington 
farmers’ alliance), which has $150,000 
stock, divided into 6,000 shares of $25 
each. The other half of the expense, to- 
gether with the site, is to be given by the 
Citizens’ Warehouse Co., a Tacoma com- 
pany organized for the purpose by G. W. 
Thompson, John T. Redman, W. B. Black- 
well, C. P. Masterman, Henry Drum, [. 
W. Anderson and M. G. Denton. The cap- 
ital stock is $50,000, divided into 2,000 
shares of $25 each. The warehouse isto 
be located on the water front, and will 
be 160x600. Senator R.C. MeCroskey,of 
Whitman county, is to be president, and 
William English secretary of the ware- 
house company. By the terms of the 
agreement, the alliance is to ship not less 
than 10,000,000 bus wheat through the 
building in a period of not less than five 
or more than ten years. When its part 
of the contract is thus complied with, it 
is to be given a deed to the warehouse 
and site, entirely free of further cost. 

George S. Palmer, manager of the C. & 
C. mill, at Spokane, Wash., has written a 
letter to the millers of Oregon and Wash- 
ington,in which heurges the development 
of Chinese territory for their flour, saying: 
“The milling business of Oregon and 
Washington is at the present time in a 
very unsatisfactory condition, the pro- 
duction being several times the local con- 
sumption, and there is but little prospect 
for improvement in the future unless a 
new outlet is found for the flour. At 
present, China offers the only outlet that 
can be reached at a profit to theshippers, 
This China trade is hard to reach, as the 
Chinese are very conservative, and it is 
very hard to obtain accurateinformation 
as to their requirements. Josiah Quincy, 
of Boston, first assistant secretary of 
state, has expressed himself as willing to 
promote this trade by the appointment 
of a United States commercial agent to 
China, if the trade promises to be of suf- 
ficient volume to warrant this appoint- 
ment. To this end we should be pleased 
to have you write Shepard & Co., 147 
High St., Boston, Mass., who have con- 
sented to put these letters in the best 
shape to have the most weight with the 
administration, and present them, togeth- 
er with such facts and figures as we may 
be able to obtain elsewhere. This agent’s 
business will- be to promote trade with 
China, and, as the trade is more particu- 
larly in flour, to issue circulars from time 
to time, giving information as to the best 
methods of securing this trade, and also 
to answer individual inquiries. This mat- 
ter is important, and to secure this agent 
it must be attended to at once.”

It is as dull as ever, and it seems as 
though stagnation growsuponus. There 
is but one circumstance which indicates 
that flour is selling in quantity, and that 
is the accumulation of feed. In order to 
pile up feed at this time of the year, con- 
siderable flour must be made. Nearly 
everybody complains of an increasing 
amount of feed and low-grade flour on 
hand. Millers all report a great reluctance 
on the part of the trade to buy morethan 
is necessary, all, doubtless, waiting for 
the expected break in wheat. The trans- 
actions in Chicago this week have been 
very discouraging. Not only has it been 
hard to sell either wheat or flour here, 
but the London market has been quite as 
unsettled. Searcely anything could be 
sold there except on a bulge, and some- 
times even that could not becaught. The 
exasperating feature of the 90c May 
wheat business is that it has generally 
been set down as a pure fraud. Pard- 
ridge’s whining by associated press is 
held to have been a paid advertisement 
to enable him and his friends to sell their 
holdings at a high figure. All this would 
have been looked on here as a passing 
show, for there is little speculating in 
this market, but for the way it ties up le- 
gitimate business. The price of flour does 
not appear to have been affected. East- 
ern markets have been slightly off for a 
week or two, and there will be no confi- 
dence till it is known whether the grain 
fleet from Chicagois going to break down 
the cash market. Local mills are running 
on good time, none being reported idle. 
The price of flour, as made in the city 
trade direct from millers to retailers, re- 
mains as follows:

Retail prices are 50c per bbl above these quota- 
tions. In lots of 25 bbls a reduction of 25c per bbl 
isallowed. Bran in bulk ranges at $17.25@17.75 
and middlings bring $17.75@19. 

The amount of grain in store is 2,207,- 
550 bus wheat, 251,131 bus corn, 43,- 
927 bus oats, and 30,568 bus rye, against 
2,362,339 bus wheat, 302,148 bus corn, 
47,302 bus oats and 31,769 bus rye last 
week, and 759,610 bus wheat, 7,314 bus 
corn, 28,766 bus oats and 98,723 bus 
rye a year ago. Duluth wheat decreased 
129,460 bus, leaving 897,442 busin store, 
against 537,441 bus a year ago. 

The amount of grain handled by rail is 
light, only 267 cars wheat, 960 cars 
corn and 321 cars oats coming in last 
month, shipments being 582 cars flour, 
805 cars wheat, 269 cars corn and 192 
cars oats. The roads are holding grain 
rates firm at 6c per bu on wheat to New 
York, Buffalo charges included. All lake 
grain for railshipmentis taken on change 
in New York by Edward Annan and given 
to the various roads running east of here 
onan allotment per agreement by the 
trunk lines. This promises not only to 
prevent railroad wars, but to give the 
canal a chance. 

The lake line managers on Monday fixed 
rates on east-bound package freight at 
last year’s figures, based on 20c per100 Ibs, 
Chicago to New York, forsixth-class lake 
and rail, against 25c all rail. 

The first of the famous grain fleet, the 
largest by far ever known, left Chicago 
for Buffalo yesterday. There is about 10,- 
000,000 bus in all, the great bulk of 
which will come here. There is a pros- 
pect that it will straggle a good deal, so 
that there will be but little difficulty in 
taking care of it. 

The failure of the canal superintendent 
to promise navigation before May 10 has 
stirred up canal men greatly. They see 
no reason for such delay and accuse him 
of holding back to favor the railroads. 
The merchant’s exchange trustees, at 
Thursday’s meeting, voted tosend acom- 
mittee to Albany, to urge an opening as 
early as May 1. Even with that early 
date, the grain will be badly scattered by 
the roads before the New York fleet of 
boats can get here. 

Gordon W. Hall has bought the old 
Frontier mill of Schoellkopf & Mathews 
and will refit it into an elevator, asCapt. 
Ryan did the Clinton mill. Both stand 
on the Niagara, below Ferry street, and 
though too far down the river for rail 
transfers, both are suitable for canal 
business. Their owners are canal men 
and will run them in their own interest. 
Mr. Hall is also building a floating eleva- 
vator for the same use. This will make 
five elevators out of the pool. 

Considerable Duluth wheatis still afloat 
here, held for lack of demand. Dealers are 
keeping up no regular hard wheat limit, 
and are all afraid of each other, scarcely

The Northwestern Consolidated Co. has 
got ready to make a bid for city trade. 
Miller & Greiner, the large wholesale gro- 
cery firm, have taken. the agency of the 
Ceresota brgnd and will push it. Special 
Agent Wade, now having other pressing 
matters connected with the outside trade 
disposed of, will give the city trade some 
personal attention. 

Heinold & Rodebaugh, well known 
grain, flour and feed dealers on change, 
have established an agency at Duluth and 
given it in charge of Alexander Mann, 
who formerly was in the flour business 
here, but of late has been connected with 
western milling concerns. This puts the 
agency in experienced hands and ought 
to add much to the firm’s business. The 
rail discrimination against Buffalo, added 
to the rapid growth of Duluth as a mill- 
ing center, made the agency quite neces- 
Points not favorably reached from 
Buffalo direct will be covered by the 
agency. 

D. B. Strickler, agent at Cleveland for 
the Freeman mill, at West Superior, was 
down this week, trying to sell some feed, 
but he found everything loaded up with 
it already. 

The new mill to be built by Grigg Bros. 
& Ellis at Lockport, will be of 200 bbls | 
capacity. 

C. A. Pillsbury, of the Pillsbury-Wash- 
burn Co., and Mr. Dunwoody, of the 
Washburn Crosby Co., were here this 
week, looking after warehouse and trans- 
portation matters. 

The death here on Wednesday of Frank 
M. Fales, traveling agent for the Wash- 
burn Crosby mills, removes one of the 
best-known flour men in the country. He 
was universally popular and he had won 
his popularity by his uprightness and 
keen grasp of affairs, as much as by his 
geniality and personal attractiveness. No 
large gathering of members of the trade 
was complete without him. He was at 
one time connected with theold Saxton & 
Thompson mill at Lockport, and from 
1885 to 1890 he traveled for the Central 
Milling Co. here. When he became con- 
nected with the Washburn Crosby Co. his 
son, Fred S. Fales, took his place with 
the Central Milling Co., which he still 
holds. Mr. Fales came to Buffalo last 
week, and on April 4 was stricken down 
at the Iroquois hotel. The best of care 
was given him. Agent Williams of the 
company and Messrs. James and Wash- 
burn of the Central company left nothing 
undone that could bedone for him. When 
his condition became serious, Mrs. Fales 
was summoned from the family home in 
Troy. A complication of diseases baffled 
all medical skill. The remains were taken 
to Troy, where Mr. Fales was universal- 
ly known and esteemed. He was a prom- 
nent Mason and was otherwise identified 
with the life of the city in which he lived. 
Though much of the time away, he never 
lost sight of home affairs, and will be 
greatly missed. He had lately superin- 
tended the building of a warehouse for 
the Washburn Crosby Co. in Troy, and 
was, till quite lately,in good health. His 
age was about 48 years.

The flour production is materially less, 
several mills being engaged in making a 
few repairs and others waiting for the de- 
mand toimprove. The Eagle has begun 
to run full time, and the Duluth Roller 
continues as near to its capacity as is de- 
sirable. The Phenix runs only halftime, 
to facilitate the making of repairs. The 
Daisy lost a day,in order tokey up its fly 
wheel. The Jupiter was idle three days, 
but has begun to run steadily. The Gem 
runs half time, and the Reliance has shut 
down altogether, until business improves. 
The mills look fora brisk demand thecom- 
ing summer, as stocks abroad are being 





reduced. The production is as follows:

The flour market is again 5c higher, 
but inactive, the upward movement of 
prices checking business. The consump- 
tion. however, is increasing, being stim- 
ulated by the unusually low prices, which 
enable poor people to buy wheat flour, 
foreigners especially being reported by 
dealers to be dropping rye flour in favor 
of spring patents. Domestic markets are 
buying very little, but the export trade 
takes patents and bakers’. ‘The former 
ranges at $3.90@4 for hard and $3.80@ 
8.90 for soft, in wood. Export grades 
in sacks sell at $3.30@3.40. Straights 
range at $3.30@3.50 for choice bakers’ 
and $2.40@2.50 for export. Clears are 
10e higher, ranging at $2@2.10 for hard 
and $1.90@2 for soft wheat product. 
Low grades are in demand at $1.50 and 
millers ask $1.60. Winters are steady 
at $3.60@3.70 for patents, and $3.30@ 
3.40 for straights, in wood. Choice and 
pure city rye flour in wood sells at $2.80 
@3, but country is very dull and almost 
unsalable, $2.25 in wood having been ac- 
cepted for a small lot. 

The flour movement is comparatively 
light, and receipts for the week are only 
45,000 bbls, against 53,000 the preced- 
ing week, 81,000 the corresponding peri- 
od in 1892 and 53,000 in 1891. Ship- 
ments are 52,000 bbls, against 65,000 
last week, 70,000 the same week in 1892 
and 65,000 in 1891. The two lake tran- 
sit lines have taken the bulk of stuff go- 
ing east, the Grand Haven boats report- 
ing 27,000 bbls and the Ludington 22,- 
000 bbis.- The opening of the straits has 
started a number of boats for the lower 
lakes, and next week’s report probably 
will show largeshipmentsfor Buffalo and 
other points. The Eastern Transit boats 
have been withdrawn for the passenger 
trade to the Columbian fair. 

The wheat movement continues liberal, 
the receipts for the week being 223,000 
bus, about the sameas those of last week, 
against 239,000 bus the same time in 
1892 and 99,000 bus in 1891. Shipments 
are light, and confined to 20;800 bus by 
the Milwaukee road, all-rail east via Chi- 
cago, The market is steadier, and prices 
have not touched the inside range of the 
preceding week. No. 2 spring sold at 
63Y%@65l4ec, May at 65@66%c and a 
at 67%R@ 69%e. Millers paid 64144@73c 
for No. 2 spring, 58@72c for No. 3 and 
55@65c for No. 4, the outside figures for 
choice hard western. No. 1 northern is 
scarce’and nominal, at T2@77e. Winter 
sold at 54@68%4c and mixed at 60@63c. 

Millstuff is dull and again lower,sacked 
bran ranging at $11.50@12 and mid- 
dlings ‘at $11.75@13, the supply being i in 
excess of the demand, as there is some 
new grass available for dairymen and 
feeders. Cornmeal is steady at $16.50 for 
ecarse in bulk on track. Ground feed 
ranges at $17 for No. 1 to $15 for No. 2. 

Ocean freights are lower, and based on 
20¢ per 100 Ibs iniand via lake-and-rail 
lines eastward to New York. Liverpool 
is quoted at 25.62c, London 2 7.87¢, Bris- 
tol 29.28¢, Leith 31.2 25¢c, Glasgow 26.75¢ 
and Amsterdam 30e. Some business is 
being done, though millers are holding 
off, in expectation of lower figures. 

The Stuart’s Draft Milling Co., of Stu- 
art’s Draft, Va., has contracted with the 
Edward P. Allis Co. for the equipment of 
a complete modern 150 bbl mill. The 
place is located in a deep cut, between the 
mountains, and when the wind is from 
the north it rushes through with consid- 
erable velocity. The original settler was 
named Stuart, hence Stuart’s Draft. 

The weather was again very cold, and 
there have been sharp frosts nearly every 
night, but farm work is making “steady 
progress, and winter wheat and rye have 
come into spring in good order. The 
plant is not as far advanced as in some 
preceding seasons, but covers the ground 
fairly. The acreage, probably, is smaller. 

C. J. Kershaw, who was prominently 
connected with the Milwaukee and Chica- 
go wheat trade for many years, but who 
lately has been engaged on the Pacific 
coast, was in town for a few days. In 


1887 he was the central figure in the big 
wheat deal at Chicago.

The flour market continues in the same 
unsatisfactory condition which has been 
noted for a longtime, and there is little 
prospect of any earlyimprovement. The 
local supply is large and holders are anx- 
ious to realize, while buyers, notwith- 
standing ruling low prices, are unwilling 
to operate, except in a small way to sat- 
isfy immediate requirements. . Prime to 
choice spring patents are available at 
$4.25@4.35, and some really good coun- 
try brands can be bought as low as $4.15. 
Winter wheat patents range at $3.75@ 
4.15, with sales chiefly at $3.90@4 for 
good to choice brands. Low grade flours 
are wholly neglected and have only a 
nominal value. Receipts this week have 
been 29,206 bbls and 48,419 sacks, 
making a total since April 1 of 67,526 
bbls and 109,216 sacks, against 60,235 
bbls and 121,762 sacks the same time 
last year. Exports for the week have 
been 12,571 bbls to London, 1,601 sacks 
to Havana, 550 bbls to Avonmouth and 
10,675 sacks to Rotterdam. Thefollow- 
ing are quotations for car lots to local 
jobbers:

The first effect of the government report 
on wheat which was published on Tues- 
day was to influence active speculative 
buying and an advance in prices of 14@ 
2c. The rise, however, brought out free 
sellers and all of the improvement has 
since been lost, the close today showing 
a net decline for the week of 1@2c per bu. 
There has been a fair inquiry for parcel 
lots for export, but not much demand 
from millers. Receipts were 26,213 bus; 
exports, 207,473 bus; stock today, 714,-

The Winter Wheat Millers’ League is 
making progress, both in direction of in- 
creased membership and in work by the ex- 
ecutivecomnmittee. Many important mat- 
ters have been taken up by the committee 
and are being pushed vigorously. The 
person whosaid theleague would amount 
to nothing would be compelled to ac- 
knowledge his mistake if he would take 
the trouble to inform himself as to the 
work so far done by its officers and com- 
mittee. The secretary is receiving many 
very favorable letters from the foreign 
representatives appointed by Mr. Cleve- 
land, in answer to the letter upon thesub- 
ject of our foreign trade addressed to 
them. I give below extracts from some 
of those answers: 

“Your communication of April 4 has 
been received and I appreciate fully the 
importance of the matter contained in 
your letter, and will do all I can to pro- 
mote the interests of your organization 
in the country to which I am assigned.’’ 

“T am in receipt of your letter of April 

7, containing an extract from your letter 
aildressed to President Cleveland. Let me 
assure you I fully appreciate the impor- 
tance of the subject. I shall bend every 
energy and devote all the ability I may 
possess toward extending our commerce 
in England and helping to open an addi- 
tional market for American products 
such as yours. I shall probably sail for 
Bradford within the next 30 days. Isug- 
gest that you write again, after I am in- 
stalled in office, and wecan discuss further 
methods to be adopted.”’ 

“Tam pleased to receive your favor of 
April 4. Ihave carefully noted its con- 
tents, and am much obliged to you for 
the information it contains, and shall 
take a deep interest in thesubject referred 
to. I may, after reaching my post, write 
to you morefully, and mostcertainly shall 
doso, if I find anything ofspecial interest.” 

Mr. Gillet, vice president of the Acme 
Milling Co., Indianapolis, gives us the fol- 
lowing: “Our sales of flour the past week 
have been much heavier than for any simi- 
lar period for a long time, and the prices 
realized were fairly satisfactory. We 
now have enough orders booked to assure 
a steady run until June. Our buyers, as 
a rule, have held off since the breakin May 
wheat atChicago, though the manipula- 
tion in that option has had but little ef- 
fect on the price of wheat outside of Chi- 
cago, and we see no reason why the buy- 
er of flour should pay any attention toit. 
Higher ocean freights for deferred ship- 
ment and lower figures forfeed have been 
the adverse factorsin thesituation. Offer- 
ings of wheat continue fairly liberal for 
the season, which would indicate that the 
farmers in the territory irom which we 
have supplies are affected by the good 
condition of their own growing crop, 
rather than the many reports of damage 
from the other sections.”’ 

L. H. Blanton, of the Blanton Milling 
Co., Indianapolis, states the situation as 
follows: ‘We have been running along full 
time this week. Trade has been fair only. 

We have had increased inquiries, but, as 
we advanced our prices 8@10c per bbl, in 
sympathy with the advance in the wheat 
markets, we have not booked as many 
orders as during the previous week. Our 
foreign trade still hangs back and is loth 
to buy any quantity at the advance. Do- 
mestic trade has been of the hand-to- 
mouth character, parties hon fren only as 
necessity requires. Feed has been slack, 
especially for future shipment. We have 
been able to sell for immediate shipment 
at 25@50c per ton more than we could 
realize over April shipments. Offerings of 
wheat from country shippers have been 
moderate. They do not seem to be press- 
ing sales, as they were 10 days back, 
owing to the continuous rains we have 
had in the past six days. Deliveries of 
wagon wheat have been small.” 

Richardson & Evans, Indianapolis, ran 
their usual time this week. Their report 
as to trade is in line with that made by 
other millers. Mr. Evans, of this firm, 
evidently is not much in love with the 
operators at Chicago. He had a number 
of cars of wheat that would grade in 
this market as choice No. 2 red, and he 
concluded to take advantage of the high 
prices at Chicago, and soforwarded sam- 
ples, but he was surprised to be advised 
thatthe wheat would not grade. This is 
an illustration that the market ofChicago 
isspeculative, pure and simple, and indi- 
cates that they do not want the actual 
stuff. Ehrisman and Bachman ran a lit- 
tle better than half time, while Church & 
Bro. ran daytime only. The week’s out- 
put was 12,715 bbls. The wheat stock 
today is 131,518 bus. Car receipts were 
49,700 bus. 

J. F. Payne, Indiana representative of 
the Barnard & Leas Mfg. Co., sold a plan- 
sifter to the Ewing Mill Co., Ewing, Ind., 
this week. He reports that every mail 
bringssome inquiries as to the plansifter, 
and looks for a heavy trade this season in 
this line of goods. 

J. B. Dobson, of Dobson, Crawford & 





Co., Cleveland, wasin the city one day this 
week. He reports a number of very good 
sales in this state and Illinois, and says 
they are still behind their orders. 

F. E. C. Hawks, Goshen: ‘Farmers 
throughout northern Indiana are growl- 
ing because millers are not paying as 
much for wheat as the famous Jack Cu- 
dahy of Chicago does. Padrridge got 
away from the Washburn et al anti-op- 
tion bill, but he seems to miss the help of 
his wife in the lively tilt he is now having 
with the bull faction, headed by Jack Cu- 
dahy, and is suffering severely. This great 
speculative war can only be Yregarded as 
disastrous for the millers. Low as is the 
price of flour,considering the bad outlook 
for the growing crop, buyers havethe au- 
dacity to claim that it will belower when 
the great Chicagocorner collapses. Such 
a result will not necessarily follow. The 
bull party is so powerful that it seems 
quite probable it will keep up the price 
fairly well and work off the bulk of its 
wheat without any great let-down in the 
price. The receipts of wagon wheat at 
Goshen have been very heavy the last 
week, owing to the fact that this is the 
last week for paying taxes. The price of 
No. 2 red ranges at 64@67c. The Goshen 
Milling Co. is running full time, on export 
and New England orders. Trade is very 
dull. No recent sales have been made. 
Buyers wish to buy for next month’s de- 
livery at a figure below the present cost 
of production. Local trade is fairly good, 
though feed is lower. That old veteranin 
the machinery business, George Cadwell, 
called on the Goshen Milling Co. yester- 
day. George looks just as young and is as 
spry as he was a dozen years ago. The 
crank shaft of the Ligonier Milling Co.’s 
large Corliss engine broke one day last 
week. The company has ordered a new 
tandem compound engine and will prob- 
ably wait for itto arrive before starting 
up, without going to the trouble and 
expense of repairing the present engine. 
There is no improvement to be noted in 
the condition of the growing wheat crop 
throughout northern Indiana. Now and 
then, a field protected by timber or that 
had good drainage, looks fairly well, but 
in the greater number of fields there are 
many spots where the wheat is totally 
killed. Nine farmers out of ten say that 
there will not be over half a crop.”’ 

O. W. Tresselt, Ft. Wayne: ‘There is 
not much news to note. Growing wheat 
continues to look finely, or, rather, has 
stillimproved. We look for a big crop. 
We are now paying 70c per bu for wheat. 
Some of our mills thought they were not 
selling their proportion of flour and put 
down prices on straight to $3.05 and 
$3.10 per bbl, while the other mills are 
still holding their straights at $3.25 
Feed has been in good demand at full 
prices, but grass is growing fast and we 
look for a slump in demand and prices. 
All the mills are running daytime only. 
The output is about 1,800 bbls. Farm- 
ers are selling more freely now and mills 
will not have to ship in any wheat.’’ 

Mr. McFeely, Marion: .‘‘Business here 
continues good, sales being mostly local, 
at old prices, $3@3.20 per bbl for flour in 
sacks. Wheat has moved a little more 
freely in the last few days, partly on ac- 
count of tax-paying and partly because 
of rain, which prevented plowing. Pricés 
have not changed.” 

W. J. Hargrave & Co., Boonville: ‘We 
have shut down two days this week, put- 
ting in two new machines. Milling is 
dull. Very few orders are coming in. 
We have had a fine rain, and the grow- 
ing wheat looks well. Our farmers are 
busy with their spring work, but we are 
getting plenty of wheat.” 

Terre Haute letter: ‘The Terre Haute 
mills have been running about as usual 
this week, and the prices are about the 
same, though toward the latter part of 
the week a difference of 10c per bbl could 
be quoted on flour. W. L. Kidder & Son’s 
Imperial mill has been running day and 
night this week, mostly on export orders, 
also on some good orders for the south 
and New England. The Wabash mill has 
run 11 hours per day this week. Thegrow- 
ing wheat looks finely in our locality. 
Bran is very dull and is quoted about $2 
per ton less than it has been selling for.” 

Loughry Bros., Monticello. ‘We have 
been making full time of late and haveac- 
cepted some offers to keep us going for a 
time yet. The prospect for winter wheat 
is not as favorable as it was three weeks 
ago. Some farmers have the opinion that 
wheat is badly injured, but in other lo- 
calities they speak more favorably of it. 
We have had a continued good demand 
for feed, at current prices.” 

J. L. Knauss, Evansville: ‘The mills 
here are going about the usual gait; with 
an output for the week of 9,800 bbls. 
Trade is reported some better, at least as 
far as orders are concerned, but I still 
hear the same song, prices are too low. 
How long is this to continue? Farmers 
are busy with their a See and no 
wheat is moving. Prices being low also 


may be a factor in their keeping it away 
from the market. The mills are paying 
63c at mill door.

Corn seems to be plenty at 40c, 
and the ground for this crop seems to be 
breaking up fineand mellow.”

BOSTON. 





[Special Correspondence. } 

The flour market has shown a some- 
what firmer tone this week, with most 
millers’ agents asking higher prices. At the 
same time, excepton Saturday last, when 
a fairly good business was done, buyers 
have not responded with any increase of 
trade, and the demand yet continues of a 
hand-to-mouth sort. While the trade, 
perhaps, was disposed to do alittle some- 
thing at old figures, it does not feel inclined 
to pay the advance, unlessit is absolutely 
in need of the goods for immediate use, or 
else to keep up assortments. While the 
wheat market continues so unsettled, the 
jobbers and large dealers are afraid to 
touch flour for fear they may get pinched. 
This has happened to them so many times 
that they are like the burnt child—they 
dread the fire, or, in other words, are 
afraid they may get in the same hole 
again. As the majority of them are fair- 
ly well supplied for the present, with flour 
bought some time ago, they are content 
to lie back and await developments. 
Though the millers are firm in their 
prices, itis very doubtful if this will in- 
duce any -buying ahead, as, even at old 
prices, it would be difficult to make any 
extended sales, the trade not appearing 
to have much confidence in future high 
prices. The May deal in wheat at Chica- 
go does not affect prices of flour to any 
extent, but the trade watches the other 
wheat markets very closely, and, no 
doubt, is more or less influenced by them. 
It is thought here, however, by a num- 
ber, that after the May deal at Chicago 
is settled a more healthy tone will prevail. 

At the close of the week the range of 
sales for choice spring patents is about 
$4.30@4.50, but the latter is an extreme 
price, except on one or two special brands, 
as very choice flours are moving, slowly 
to be sure, at $4.30@4.40. Winter flours 
met with alight demand at $4.10@4.20 
for the choicest patents, with ordinary 
ones as low as $3.85, the quality regu- 
lating the price. Low grade flours are 
dull and unchanged.

As a cli- 
max, the monkey reached for a box of 
tea and’ threw it at Mr. Nickerson, but 
missed, wrecking the office chair. An out- 
sider was called in, and the monkey was 
finally captured, but the office presented 
asorry sight, and now one only has to 
mention ‘‘monkey”’ to Mr. Nickerson to 
transform him from a_ peaceful citizen in- 
to a raving madman.

The Big Allis Engine at the World’s Fair. 





Referring to the engines of machinery 
hall at the world’s fair, the Chicago Times 
Says: 

There are 49 steam engines now in op- 
eration under this roof. They are allsorts 
and types of the modern stationary en- 
gine, big ones and little ones, clear up to 
the great Allis engine of 3,000 hp. Single 
engines and enginesin pairs and tandems, 
triple expansion machines and engines in 
gangs. There are 16 moreengines yet to 
come in the domestic exhibits. The shows 
to be made by Germany, Belgium, En- 
gland and other nations will add about 
20 more to this. The pieces of one pon- 
derous English engine were laid down in 
the hall yesterday. 

But the Allis engine—the one which 
President Cleveland will start with an 
electric button—is the biggest of them all. 
It is a huge machine; it. will be bigger 
than the Corliss engine of expusition 
fame. It isa quadruple-expansion engine, 
and there is only one other like it in the 
land. In dimensions it is 26, 40. 60 and 
TOx72 inches, of 2,000-3,000 hp. If you 
are not an engineer, it will be better un- 
derstood to say that with this monster 
and its four cylinders, steam is used four 
times before it has a chance to get away. 
The smallest cylinder, 26 inches in diame- 
ter, in its square box looks as big as a 
young cable car. The biggest one has a 
bore of 70 inches—that is nearly six feet. 
A good-sized man could stand upright in 
this cylinder. These cylinders are set in 
pairs, one either side the space for the fly 
wheel. The smallest one takes the steam 
through a pipe of 8 inches inside diame- 
ter, the others through pipes 12, 16 and 
20 inches, and the steam finally gets 
away through a 22 inch exhaust pipe. 
There is a 36x16 inch air pump beneath 
this engine. At the strain to which the 
Centennial engine had to go to produce 
1,400 hp, this one will develop 3,500. 

It is the big wheel of this Allis engine 
that compels most admiration. This 
wheel is lying in scraps and bits around 
the floor now. Each scrap weighs about 
two tons.. The shaft was being rolled in- 
to place yesterday. With its hubs and 
disk, all in one piece, it weighs 36 tons. 
This shaft is 17 inches thick atits smallest 
part and 21 inches in the center. Around 
it is to be built the wheel—a 30-foot wheel, 
which shall have a face of T8inches. That 
makes quite a wheel. It is to carry a 
belt which will drive a gang of dynamos 
of 20,000 light capacity. The engine is 
of the Reynolds-Corliss type, and is fur- 
nished by the E. P. Allis Co., of Milwau- 
kee, Wis. 

There are enough more steam engines 
scattered around in machinery hall to 
bring the total of power in place up to 
that of 27,000 horses.

In the last letter of your intelligent and 
interesting correspondent, L. C. Miles, I 
find the following: *‘I would like to have 
my distinguished contemporary from To- 
ledo, who has written so forcibly and 
well against the Hatch bill, write a brief 
article, from a miller’s standpoint, on the 
Hatch bill, having in mind 78ce wheat in 
Chicago and 74c wheat in New York. It 
occurs to me that certain millers who so 
strongly advocated the Hatch bill, knew 
pretty near what they were talking 
about.’ Ofcourse, Iam not to be led in- 
to threshing old straw on the Washburn 
bill, which I should not expect you to 
print if I were tempted to do so, but our 
friend has not apprehended correctly the 
argument of Mr. Washburn. His support 
to his bill was based on the claim thatits 
enactment into law would tend to ad- 
vance the price of wheat to the farmer— 
not to depress prices. On the latterclaim, 
as the effect of such a law, I could talk all 
day. Undoubtedly,that is the ‘‘miller’s 
standpoint,’ a depression in prices, and 
if the talk had been in that direction, we 
could all agree that they “knew pretty 
near what they were talking about.” 

Toledo desires to give expression as to 
an expected pleasure in the meeting here 
this month of the Winter Wheat Millers’ 
League. I believeI am correctly informed 
in stating that these meetings are not the 
outgrowth ofacombination orsyndicate, 
but are for free and open consideration 
of measures for mutual interest, includ- 
ing foreign flour tariffs, transportation to 
foreign markets, and such other topics as 
may be of benefit to all flour makers. To- 
ledo will gladly welcome these merchant 
millers, and I hope the meeting may be 
of mutual profit. Toledo is a point of 
large wheat concentration, and supplies 
can always be obtained here. Toledo is 
also a point of large dealing in grain for 
future delivery, and millers will find it a 
convenient market for protecting them- 
selves against large holdings of wheat. 

At the beginning of the week, English 
markets showed some appreciation in 
prices of wheat, which was reflected in 
their flour markets, the latter gaining 
equal to 9d@1s per bbl. This firmness 
was occasioned by reports of crop dam- 
age on this side, and since this discussion 
has been checked, prices are easier over 
there. Of course, there will be losses in 
some of-the states, but some portion of 
them can be repaired by such future con- 
ditions as will increase the output of 
what is left. It is a reasonable estimate 
today to place the loss of winter wheat 
at 50,000,000 bus. 

Outside of the pestilent May deal at Chi- 
cago, it has been a week of steadiness in 
the wheat markets, and thechanges have 
been unimportant. This May deal has been 
the exciting topic and its lessons are 
w orth remembering. It is too obviousto 
require comment, that the hedging pro- 
cess may be overdone in a market which 
is the common resort, from all over the 
country, of dealers desiring such protec- 
tion. I earnestly hope we have seen the 
worst of it. 

The National Milling Co. reports a full 
week’s business and a result equaling 
13,200 bbls. It states that the relative 
conditions of wheat and flour are prac- 
tically unchanged, and that at the 
close there was a dull and weak flour 
market. At the beginning of the week 
its sales for export were fair, and at an 
im provement equal to 8d per bbl, but the 
offers at the close were atlessmoney. Its 
sales have been under its production, and 
the outlook is unpromising. The com- 
pany reports an easier market for mill- 
feed . 

The Northwestern Milling Co. has run 
its Toledo mill full time for the week, 
with an output of 3,000 bbls. Its mill at 
Loudonville is yet idle. At Mount Ver- 
non the product has been 1,100 bbls. 
The company reports sales for export 
and domestic demand equal to its output, 
but at very close, and almost unprofita- 
ble, prices. A feature in the flour busi- 
ness is the inability of some interior mills 
to compete in this close contest. Some 
of them are offering their wheat stocks 
for sale. One mill offers 20,000 bus. The 
Northwestern Co. reports millfeed weak 
at last week’s prices, but not lower. 

The Toledo Milling Co. has made equal 
to 900 bbls, the St. Clair mill 750 bbls, 
and the Lynn Street mill 940 bbls. These 
mills are fortunate in having a regular 
domestic market trade for their product 
and do not complain of results. 

The aggregate flour output for Toledo, 
this week is equal to 18,790 bbls. 

The salient points in the situation are, 
that ocean freight is as low, perhaps, as 
it ever was, and can not decline, that any 
increased export demand for grain, pork, 
flour or cotton, would advance the rate, 
that flour abroad never was so low, and 
that there must soon be a change toa 
higher basis. These facts ought to justify 
the holding of large stocks abroad. 

Receipts of grain this week at Toledo, 
Detroit, St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, 





Duluth, Minneapolis and Peoria, have 
been 2,710,000 bus wheat, 1,468,000 bus 
corn, 1,517,000 bus oats; previous week, 
3,124,000 bus wheat, 1,670,000 bus 
corn, 1,534,000 bus oats. In the week 
corresponding to this in 1892, the receipts 
were 3,359,000 bus wheat, 1,635,000 bus 
corn, 1,531,000 bus oats. 

Experts this-week from five Atlantic 
ports, including New Orleans, have been 
1,381,000 bus wheat, 602,000 bus corn, 
144,000 bus oats; previous week, 1,197,- 
000 bus wheat, 882,000 bus corn, 180,- 
000 bus Oats. 

The exports of flour and wheat from 
both coasts equal 2,948,000 bus; previ- 
ous week, 3,365,000 bus; corresponding 
week in 1892, 2,910,000 bus. 

It will be seen by the abovethat the ex- 
ports of wheat and flour this week equal 
those in 1892, while the receipts of wheat 
at eight points are 700,000 bus less than 
in 1892. Also that receipts of wheat this 
week are 400,000 bus less at the same 
points than in the previous week.

Breadstuffs in America and Europe. 





The approximate stocks of flour and 
wheat in Europe and afloat on April 1, 
as compiled by the Chicago Trade Bulle- 
tin, were equal to about 85,800,000 bus, 
showing a decrease of 300,000 bus dur- 
ing March, and were 15,600,000 bus less 
than reported on April 1, 1892. The 
stocks of flour and wheat in the United 
States and Canada on April 1 were equal 
to about 135,896,000 bus, against 143,- 
283,000 bus on March 1, and 76,973,000 
bus on April 1,1892. There has been 
quite a marked decrease in wheat sup- 
plies in the northwest and at seaboard 
points, which has been partly offset by 
an increase at Chicago. Supplies in the 
United States and Canada _ decreased 
equal to 7,387,000 bus, and the aggre- 
gate decrease in this country and Europe 
was equal to 7,687,000 bus. 

The appended table gives the estimated 
stocks of breadstuffs in the principal coun- 
tries of Europe, with the quantities afloat 
for the United Kingdom and continent, 
on the dates named:

We have lately been somewhat dis- 
turbed in the trade here by the crop scares 
from your side. For instance, a cable 
last week told us that theimportant Kan- 


last year’s, in the opinion of the state 
poard of agriculture. Today, however, 
another cable says that Mr. Mohler, the 
secretary, denies the statement and says, 
on the contrary,that the outlook is good. 
Similar reports reach here from other 
states, but the trade here views them with 
more or less indifference, seeing that the 
American markets are unaffected thereby. 
It is quite agreed that the only thing to 
push up the price of wheat from the pres- 
ent unduly depressed point is a short 
crop in America this year; but we are in- 
clined to wait for satisfactory evidence 
thereupon before moving. For some two 
months past,imports into the United 
Kingdom have been very small. Indeed, 
since September the total supplies have 
only just about covered the supposed re- 
quirements; and yet, the decline has con- 
tinued, mainly under the heavy weight of 
American stocks and the freedom with 
which American sellers have come for- 
ward. The ‘‘clique’’ in Chicago, or, rath- 
er, its operations, are watched with much 
interest, the opinion being expressed that, 
low as prices are, it will require some- 
thing approaching the superhuman to 
bring a corner for May to a successful is- 
sue, with the present immense stocks in 
the United States. Russia, moreover, is 
now becoming a free seller, and the quan- 
tity afloat for the United Kingdom, which 
is now 3,540,000 qrs, insures to the 
United Kingdom a sufficient supply for 
some time to come, irrespective of Ameri- 
ean wheat. Operators, however, areslow 
to touch May options, and there is no 
doubt that there isa big margin for profit 
if the clique is strong enough. 

La Plata wheat is coming forward in 
large quantities and is still the cheapest 
wheat in the market, its present price 
being 26s 3d per 480 Ibs ¢. i. f. for sail- 
ing cargoes, and 26s@26s 3d for steam- 
ers. Of the present total quantity of 
wheat and flour afloat for the United 
Kingdom, which is 3,540,000 qrs, the 
Pacific coast, California, Oregon, etc— 
figures for 1,690,000 qrs, Australia 690,- 
000 qrs, and La Plata 410,000 qrs, flour 
being represented by 480,000 qrs.  Nei- 
ther India nor Russia has yet begun to 
ship at all freely, both sorts being rela- 
tively too dear. 

Our present stocks of wheat and flour 
in first hands are about 2,700,000 qrs, 
against 2,600,000 qrs last year and 
1,300,000 qrs in 1891. This is not at 
allan excessively large stock, but, as I 
have said, the large quantity afloat, and, 
above all, the large visible supply in 
America, frighten buyers, especially as 
the continent still shows very few signs of 
competing for this wheat. Germany, 
selgium and France are all showing less 
requirements for foreign wheat than 
might have been anticipated, and the ex- 
cellent outlook for the growing crop ren- 
ders the future far from encouraging for 
buyers. In fact, the present feeling of dis- 
couragement hak never before been 
equaled. 

American flour in Mark Lane continues 
to press on the market. It meets a fair 
sale, but the supply always exceeds the 
demand, even at such low prices as 248 
6d for the best Minnesota patents, 23s 
for Kansas patents. and 22@23s for Mil- 
waukee so-called patents. Bakers’ 
flours are practically unsalable, except 
for the very best brands. Similar re- 
ports come from Liverpool and Glasgow, 
which markets are also overstocked with 
the American article, and, before any sol- 
id improvement can be expected, Ameri- 
can export millers must exercise some 
other policy than that of blindly supply- 
ing inarkets which can not handle their 
produce.

The North Star shop last week unload- 
ed 24 cars of barrel stock. 

Country mills continue to look to Min- 
neapolis for a considerable number of 
barrels. 

The Sixth Street shop has 23 hired coop- 
ers on its force, and last week ran over 
time considerably. 

G. K. Meneeley, of the Antigo ( Wis.) 
Mig. Co., was in Minneapolis last week, 
looking after points as to the heading 
market. 

H. Mattullath, who engineered the one- 
stave barrel, is reported to be at Detroit. 
Mich., again trying to organize a new 
barrel company. 

4 total of cars 91 of flour barrel stock 
were reported unloaded by Minneapolis 
shops for the week ended Saturday. Of 
these, 51 were elm staves, 10 heading, 26 
round hoops, 2 patents hoops and 2 oak 
staves. 

0. Schimansky, a well-known dealer in 
slack barrel stock, was in Minneapolis 
Monday and Tuesday. As he travels 
about a good deal, he feels competent to 
judge of the timber cut last winter, and 
he thinks the crop was no larger and will 
afford no greater supply of barrel stock 
than that of the year before. For this 
reason, he does not expect prices ofeither 
staves or heading to go very low. 

The Hardwood Mig. Co. is again mak- 
ing barrels with patent hoops, each encir- 
cled by a wire. The hoops have no 
grooves for the wire, being held in place 
by staples. Those interested in the Mat- 
tullath hoop contend that, though no 
groove is used, evidently for the purpose 
of escaping liability under the patent on 
the same, this object will not be accom- 
plished. These barrels are to be sold for 
the same price as those made with round 
hoops. 

Considerably less flour was packed in 
wood last week, and the sales of barrels 
fell off about 14,000. The make, on the 
other hand, showed quite a gain, almost 








up about as fast as made, and country 
coopers still have some trouble about 
getting enough to supply their need. 
Most of that now coming in is costing 
5@5ic per set. However, prices show 
some signs of declining. Three cars, at 
least, are known to have been bought 
last week at 4%4c, shipment to be made 
this week. Shaved hoopsare arriving so 
rapidly as to make it uncomfortable for 
the shops to take themin. What few are 
offered on the market are held at $7.25@ 
7.50 per M. The shops have practically 
secured all they will need for the season, 
and the larger proportion of them have 
already been received and piled up. Pa- 
tent hoops are steady and quotable at 
$7@7.50 per M.

The situation at St. Louis is reported 
by our correspondent as dull again, with 
a light demand for stock. 

Henry Campbell, of Baltimore, Md., has 
taken out two patents on a stave croz- 
ing machine, which he assigns to the 
Campbell Barrel Machine Co., of that city. 

Relating to the Chicago cooperage mar- 
ket, the Lumberman, of April 15, says: 
Tierces and pork barrels are quiet this 
week, especially the latter. A few ash bar- 
rels have been sold at 70c, but the range 
of prices for pork is 65@67\4c. Lard tierces 
are selling at 90c, one round lot of 2,000 
having been disposed of this week at that 
price. Coopers generally are asking 924c, 








every shop turning out more barrels than 
it sold, and nearly 20,000 were left to go 
into store. The shops have plenty of 
stock now, and are disposed to run 
pretty strongly. Most of the mills con- 
tinue to use barrels very liberally, with 
no feature in sight calculated to lessen 
the number.

There has been scarcely any change in 
barrel stock the past week. The receipts 
are very heavy, particularly of elm staves 
and round hoops, and some of the shops 
are scarcely able to takecare of the quan- 
tity arriving. Elm staves appear to be 
gradually getting easier, and dealers are 
inclined to get out and look up customers, 
instead of waiting forcoopers to come to 
them, as the latter have had to do for 
some time. Two or three leading stave 
firms have been represented in Minneapo- 
lis the past week. The price asked, for 
quick delivery, is not far from $7.25 per 
M, with $6.75 the ruling quotation for 
shipment after May 1. A good many of 
the staves now coming in were bought at 
high prices, on condition of quick delivery, 
but failed to materialize in time to do the 
buyers much good. Until these are worked 
off, there will not be much disposition to 
buy. (QWuite a number of shops have con- 
tracts in force that were made several 
months back. The condition of the elm 
staves arriving is steadily improving, 
though some of theshops running strong- 
ly have to operate their dry kilns to the 
fullest capacity in order to turn them out 
fast as required. Headingis in better sup- 
ply than it was a week ago, and local 
shops are comfortably situated in this re- 
Spect. At the same time, it is being used 


but are not getting it. Tierce staves were 
slightly higher the first of the week, re- 
sulting in more liberal receipts. Coopers 
were inclined to buy freely, but, the re- 
ceipts of hogs having fallen off, the mar- 
ket is again slow. Coopers now. 
hesitate about buying further’ sup- 
plies, unless they can do _ so. at 
a discount from late prices. Good 
tierce staves can be bought for $17, and 
some large lots have been sold to the pris- 
on for considerably less. Pork staves 
are not wanted, on account of the slack 
demand for barrels. There is considera- 
ble call for circled tierce heading, at 131%4c 
in car lots. Single loads have been sold 
at 1l4c. There is no inquiry for pork 
heading. Tierce hoops are arriving in ex- 
cess of the demand, and prison coopers 
report having bought several carloads 
for $10.50. <A few cars have been sold to 
city coopers for $11. There is no salefor 
pork hoops. Flour barrel hoops are a 
trifle lower, sales having been made at 
$5.60@5.75. There has been a liberal 
falling off in both demand and prices for 
flour barrel staves and heading. Syrup 
barrel hoops are in good request. Ship- 
pers could realize $10 here for either ash, 
oak or hickory. Flour barrel quotations

The mills made a fairly steady run last 
week, turning out the same amount of 
flour as for the week before, within 25 
bbls. The week’s output was 26,226 
bbls, averaging 4,371 bbls daily, against 
13,612 bbls for the corresponding week 
last year. The Imperial resumed work 
Thursday, running half the machinery. 
The Duluth Roller is idle. As the season 
approaches for the opening of naviga- 
tion, flour from the Minneapolis mills and 
from those of North Dakota, is being 
brought here in liberal quantities. The 
railroads last week added 56,910 bbls to 
the 85,900 bbls they had in store the 
week before, their warehouses now con- 
taining 143,010 bbls, against 186,226 
bbls a year ago. All this stuff is uncon- 
signed. Stocks here in railroad ware- 
houses will be a great deal heavier at the 
opening of navigation this year than at 
the opening a year ago. It may be 
nearly a month yet before navigation 


from this end of the lake is free. The 
mills now have 32,114 bbls in store, 
against 22,693 bbls a year ago. Ship- 


ments for the week were 25,165 bbls, 
against 19,879 bbls the corresponding 
week of 1892. Exports were 7,500 bbls, 
adecrease of 1,233 bbls from those of 
the week before. The flour market  re- 
mains in an anomalous condition. With 
the strength shown in wheat early in 
the week, there was an appreciable in- 
crease in the demand for flour, and prices 
were firmer. The inquiry from foreign 
buyers just then was especially good. 
Since the decline in wheat values set in, 
however, the flour market has again be- 
come devoid of all snap, and and today is 
anything but satisfactory to millers. Best 
grades only are in demand, the lower 
grades being dull, weak, neglected and 
hard to sell. Millstuffs are dull, and of 
slow sale. Held for lake-and-rail ship- 
ment, they are 25e per toncheaper, at $11 
for bran and $11.50 for red dog in 200 
Ib sacks.

One of the most exciting periods in the 
history of the American grain trade was 
last week on the Chicago board of trade. 
he bullish tone of the government crop 
reportstarted nervous shorts to covering, 
and a consequent advance in values fol- 
lowed. This advance became very marked 
for the May future in that market. It 
sold up and down, from 3¢ to Ge at a 
Jump, regardless of legitimate conditions 
and everything else, except the aims of 
the powerful bull clique, which holds very 
heavy lines, it is said. Under these 
conditions American markets have been 
Severely strained. Nor does it appear 
that they will be given an opportu- 
nity to pursue their course on legitimate 
influences for some time to come. ‘This 
market held remarkably steady and was 
evenly poised through it all. Values were 
firm until Saturday, when, in sympathy 
With the demoralization at Chicago, 
Which followed the bursting of thestrings 
which held the market in such a strained 
condition, they weakened, and wheat be- 
came cheaper. Compared with a week 
ago, cash April and May wheats here 











show a net decline of 14c, July 1c, and 
track wheat %c. The demand for grain 
for milling purposes has been excellent. 
Choice, lots on track usually bring May 
price, and stuff to arrive, delivered to mill, 
always commands a premium. Fresh re- 
ceipts in store also bring good prices. 
The east-bound lake-and-rail rate on 
package freight, sixth class, which in- 
cludes flour, was announced last week by 
the various lake lines. The rate is the 
same that ruled early last season, and is 
on a basis of 22%c per 100 Ibsfrom these 
points to New York. The new rate is al- 
ready in effect, and bookings for theeast- 
ern markets and for export are being 
made on this basis. The feeling here is 
that rates will be very firmly maintained 
throughout the season on both grain and 
flour, the result of the harmonious rela- 
tions now existing between the trunk 
lines leading from Lake Erieports. It is 
thought rates will not be particularly 
high, but that they will be held the same 
by all the lines. Business via the all-rail 
or across-lake lines is practically at a 
standstill, though urgent orders for 
prompt shipment are still filled by these 
routes. A good deal of flour is being 
shipped out by rail every day, but this is 
on orders booked some time ago. Onthe 
22%c basis, lake and rail, the rate an- 
nounced to various eastern points is as 
follows, in cents per 100 Ibs:

Receipts here continue very light, be- 
cause there is no room in which to store 
the stuff, and mills frequently have to 
take their choice from comparatively few 
ears. Stocks of wheat show an increase 
of 45,421 bus for the week, giving an 
aggregate of 17,412,731 bus, against 
15,263,941 busin store and afloat last 
year, which was the maximum stock up to 
that date. Receipts last week were 90,947 
bus, against 1,451,410 bus the corre- 
sponding week last year. Shipments 
were 15,571 bus, against 72,237 bus last 
year.

The directors of the Superior board of 
trade decided, at a meeting held 10 days 
ago, to suspend operations, temporarily, 
at least. All help was dispensed with, 
and contracts for wire, and other service 






involving expense. will be discontinued 
as soon as they expire. Since that time, 
some of the Duluth papers have done 
some crowing. This has aroused the ele- 
ment of the Superior board whose sup- 
port of the institution has been given 
through a feeling of local pride and senti- 
ment, rather than because of any inter- 
est in, or knowledge of, the grain busi- 
ness, and they have accordingly taken 
steps which they believe will result in the 
re-establishment of the powers of the 
board. Their plan also includes an ar- 
rangement which they seem to think will 
force the mills and elevators to submit to 
the inspection and weighing of the board, 
whether they desire it or not. The plan 
is to have Governor Peck order the 
weighers and inspectors of Minnesota out 
of Wisconsin. Petitions requesting the 
governor to take such action have been 
freely circulated and a large number 
of signatures have been secured. The 
gentlemen who are at the head of this 
movement evidently anticipate that his 
excellency will not hesitate to comply 
with their wishes immediately upon the 
filing with him of their formidable peti- 
tions. With judgment and reason blinded 
by excessive pride in local advancement, 
they propose to coerce the mills and ele- 
vators of Superior into a compliance 
with their dictates, through the medium 
of the power which they believe is vested 
in the chiefexecutive of Wisconsin. They 
thus hope to force lifeinto their hothouse 
plant, notwithstanding the fact that the 
millers and elevator Owners, to a man, 
are not in favor of any change whatever 
at present in the manner or methods of 
inspection and weighing of grain. For 
the sake of local pride only, they hope to 
invoke their governor to aid them in an 
attempt to interfere with the grain trade 
and flour manufacturing business of their 
city, which together represent invest- 
ments amounting to several million dol- 
lars, and a trafficthatruns annually into 
millions of dollars, in spite of the wishes 
of those who have built these plants and 
control the business. Fortunately. thereis 
no prospect that Governor t’eck will give 
their petitions a moment’s consideration, 
for, if he were disposed to favor them, it 
is extremely doubtful whether he has the 
power to order out of the state a peace- 
able citizen of another state, who pro- 
ceeds about his business and is not, in 
so doing, a transgressor of any law of 
Wisconsin. The millers of Superior are 
as anxious as other citizens to have a 
prosperous board of trade, but they re- 
alize that it can never be until there is an 
actual demand forit. They arecertainly 
in position to know what they want in 
this direction. It is very distasteful to 
them to be obliged to go to Duluth to 
buy wheat for their mills, but until there 
is wheat for sale in Superior they must 
do so. When the time is ripe for a board 
of trade in Superior, they will be found 
among its staunchest supporters, Until 
that time comes, the less outsiders at- 
tempt to interfere with the affairs of the 
mills, and especially where the delicate 
nature of the inspection and weighing of 
grain is involved, the better the mills will 
get along. 

The petitions circulated last week were 
presented to the board of directors of the 
Superior board of trade on Saturday. 
They prayed the directors to ask Govern- 
or Peck to order the Minnesota inspect- 
ors out of the state. Today a meeting 
of the directors called to consider this 
question was held in the Trade and Com- 
merce building. In the absence of Presi- 
dent Todd, who is in the east, A. A. Cross 
took the chair. The meeting was well 
attended and proved to be fully as lively 
and entertaining as any of the many pre- 
vious sessions that have been held upon 
the subject of inspection by the Badgers 
at this end of the lake. G. G. Barnum, of 
the Duluth Elevator Co., whose eleva- 
tors are in West Superior, with offices in 
Duluth, was present. He gave utterance 
to some very plain remarks, and stated 
his belief that Governor Peck would not 
consider the petitions if he was, at the 
time of their presentation, made aware 
of the true conditions and the feeling of 
mill and elevator men in regard to the 
matter. If the guvernor did order the 
men out, Mr. Barnum said he would put 
men of his own in the Duluth Elevator 
Co.’s houses and knock the head off the 
first Wisconsin or Superior board of trade 
inspector who dared come near. Mana- 
ger Freeman, of the Freeman Milling Co... 
stated that his company had lost several 
thousand dollars in a few months by the 
flagrant incompetency of the inspection 
of the Superior board. He wanted no 
more of it just now. He stated that his 
wheat was bought on grades, not on its 
merits, as could be done if there were a 
sample market here. Mr. Barnum cor- 
rected an erroneous impression that 
seemed to prevail. It was not the Du- 
luth commission men who had demand- 
ed that wheat sold to Superior mills be 
sold under Minnesotainspection. It was 
the shippers from the country who made 
this demand. Assistant Manager Arndt, 
of the Lake Superior mill, protested 





against taking any action upon the peti- 





tions until the return of Messrs. Hurd and 
Todd from the east. They bought wheat 
in Duluth because there was none for sale 
at Superior. To attempt to establish an 
inspection department before they had 
grain to inspect, he thought was in the 
nature of hothouse farming. Mr. Peters 
asked Mr. Barnum to submit answers in 
writing, at the next meeting, to these 
two questions: ‘‘When will it be easier to 
get inspection than now?” ‘‘Give in de- 
tail what injury would be worked to the 
mills or elevators by Superior inspec- 
tion.’”” It was voted to defer action for 
two weeks, when a meeting to decide the 
matter will be held. 

An engineering scheme that will give 
Duluth a wonderful water power and 
bring it into the heart of the city has just 
been announced. The corporation known 
as the Minnesota Canal Co., which filed 
articles of incorporation with the secre- 
tary of state late Saturday evening, in- 
tends to begin operations right here, in St. 
Louis county. In fact, it will confine its 
work of development to this county for 
along time. True, the company has in- 
corporated in its articles a plan to con- 
struct acanal from Duluth to St. Paul, 
but this is a possibility, and nota proba- 
bility, for years to come, at least. The 
first operations of the company will be to 
construct a canal from a point six or sev- 
en miles above Cloquet, on the St. Louis 
river, to Duluth. President Spalding says 
50 miles of navigable canal will be built 
in this county within one year. Thepur- 
pose of the company is to furnish cheap 
transportation in the season of naviga- 
tion, and a good level road for heavy 
hauling in the winter time. The chief and 
most important aim, however, is to fur- 
nish the manufacturing industries of Du- 
luth and vicinity with cheap power. The 
canal will be brought into the city at an 
elevation of 630 to 640 feet above the 
level of Lake Superior,and will run along 
the brow of the hill. Power will be dis- 
tributed through iron tubes leading from 
the canal at different points. Mr. Spald- 
ing declined to state just how much pow- 
er the company will be able to furnish. 
The project means more for Duluth and 
the head of the lakes, if carried to a suc- 
cessful completion, than anything that 
man has yet been able to do for these cit- 
ies. Greater power will be developed than 
can be furnished at either Minneapolis, 
Holyoke, Lawrence or Manchester. It 
will be furnished at a cost not over $15 
per horse power per annum, and consid- 
erably cheaper, if possible. It costs from 
$25 to $40 as now developed by steam. 
The company has had a corps of survey- 
ors in the field for over six months. Lo- 
‘al papers have referred to them as be- 
longing to the several railroad schemes 
that are being developed for this part of 
the country. The preliminary surveys 
have been completed and the necessary 
legislation from the state secured. Not 
till the company filed its articles was the 
cat let out. The project involves the con- 
struction of a dam across the St. Louis 
river at a point just below where the ca- 
nal is to lead from the river, a portion of 
which will be incorporated in thesystem. 
The canal will be 20 feet deep and 120 
feet wide. Its course from the river to 
Duluth will not be exactly an air line,but 
will be much shorter than the course tak- 
en by the river. ‘The dam will be 500 feet 
long. Large docks will be built on the 
caal at West Duluth and Duluth. Before 
the work in this county is completed, the 
‘company expects to expend $6,000,000 
in improvement of waterways. Several 
very large manufacturing industries, in 
lines not already represented at the head 
of the lakes, it is said, will be established 
here immediately upon the completion of 
the work, so that power can be furnished. 
An ordinance was introduced at tonight's 
meeting of the council, giving the compa- 
ny a franchise to run its pipes through 
the streets and alleys of the western part 
ofthe city. It guarantees toexpend $100,- 
000 during the first year, and to be able 
to furnish power for every mill, elevator, 
or other plant desiring it, from Minneso- 
ta Point to Eighteenth avenue west, with- 
in two years from date of the passage of 
the ordinance. The measure was referred 
to committee on ordinances. Mr. Spald- 
ing is chief engineer as well as president 
of the company. His attention was first 
drawn to the scheme about four years 
ago. He has been fifty years an engineer 
and has traveled all over the world, see- 
ing and studying much that would add 
to engineering experience. He comesof a 
family of engineers,and is a native of New 
England. When the canal is completed 
Mr. Spalding says the power furnished by 
the company will not be impeded by back 
water in time of freshets, nor diminished 
from low water in time of drouth. The 
capital of the concern is $2,000,000, and 
its officers are: Henry Curtis Spalding, 
Duluth, president; Milton Weston, Chica- 
go, vice president; Frank F.. Davis, of 
Minneapolis, secretary; A. C. Martin, Chi- 
cago, treasurer. Other prominent persons 
interested are: Flavius J. Barber, Perci- 
val Steele, S. M. Meek, Chicago.

There has been more doing in flour here 
this week than for some time, at practi- 
cally unchanged quotations, but our mar- 
ket is still in an unsatisfactory state. The 
trouble is, spot and near-by flour is sell- 
ing so cheaply that agents representing 
western mills exclusively find it difficult 
to compete and do business. While west- 
ern straights, as a rule, are held at $3.50 
and over, those on the spot and toarrive 
from Maryland, Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania, and which seem to answer every 
purpose of the jobber, are going as low 
as $3.30@3.35. The same condition ap- 
plies to clears, extras and supers. The 
west simply can not compete with these 
offerings, with wheat out of line as it is, 
hence nothing of moment can be done at 
present with that section. Western pat- 
ents to arrive, however, are more on a 
parity with our market, yet it- is aston- 
ishing how widely these also range in 
price. For instance, whilesome mills are 
asking as high as $4.15 for their best 
product and claim to be getting it else- 
where, others in the same sections are 
willing to sell such stock here at $3.80@ 
3.90. It is claimed by some that these 
cheaper grades are only second patents or 
fancy straights, and that they are well 
sold at the figures named, all of which 
may be true, but to what purposeis such 
a claim, if, as is the case at present, the 
trade here is able to match its best stand- 
ards with them and to persistently ignore 
the higher-priced offerings. 

Winter patents, straights, clears, extras 
and supers, on the spot, near-by and to 
arrive from the west, nominally range re- 
spectively at $3.75@4, $3.30@3.60, $3@ 
8.25, $2.25@2.90 and $1.85@2.15. These 
figures are about the same as those of a 
week ago, and are those at which the 
business of the week in winters was done. 
Here and there some favorite brand may 
have brought a shade more than our ex- 
treme limits. If so, it was the exception 
and not the rule, as the above represent 
the live, actual and workable rates of our 
market. Straights and clears were the 
most dealt in, though something was 
done in nearly every grade on the list. 

Spring patents, in instances, are held 
higher; but, as mills generally have failed 
to advance, I quote the same as on last 
Saturday—$4@4.25. While some mills 
are asking $4.45 for such stock, the best 
brand in the northwest can be had today 
at $4.25. The latter price, however, does 
not tempt our buyers, for the reason that 
every body is playing to get in at a still 
lower figure. One agent has sold freely 
of a reputable brand at $4.20, shipments 
to be made after the opening of naviga- 
tion. Some of our jobbers have contract- 
ed for patents to runahead asfaras July, 
and these, of course, aresaying and doing 
nothing at present. There is an occasion- 
al call for country makes at $4@4.10, but 
a better quality is usually required. After 
navigation opens and the Chicago May 
wheat deal is settled, our big jobbers ex- 
pect to buy the best spring patents at 
$4.10, and possibly at $4. Some large 
lines of spring bakers’ have also been 
placed here this week, at and around 
$2.90, part of which are not to come for- 
ward until the lakes are open. A few lots 
of faney bakers’ were also taken, at $3 
aud over. The business of the week in 
springs shows a marked improvement, 
and it is to be hoped that the good work 
will continue. 

City mills report an improvement in 
both the local and export demand. Sales 
of Rio extras for the week aggregate 
6,000 bbls, at $3.75@3.85. Nothing was 
done in the West India grades, however, 
which are unchanged at the quotations 
given below. The output of city millsfor 
the week was about the same as for last 
week—9,900 bbls. Clearances of flour for 
the week were again large, while receipts, 
also destined for shipment principally, 
have been comparatively small—38,995 
bbls. 

The wheat market here started the 
week sharply higher, but since that time 
it has gradually lost ground, closing to- 
day practically unchanged on cash, %4¢ 
lower on May and 1c on the July option, 
as compared with our previous quota- 
tions. Curb prices, however. are 4c low- 
er still and weak. Receipts and clear- 
ances have been light, yet stocks show 
a decrease of 97,874 bus. Cables, as a 
rule, have reflected steadier foreign mar- 
kets until today, when they were de- 
pressed, in sympathy with American ad- 
vices, and have brought limited buying 
orders only. Freight engagements for 
the week aggregate 38 loads, for both 
wheat and corn, but principally the lat- 
ter. Milling wheats are 1¢ higher on the 
poorer qualities, but unchanged on the 
better, compared with a week ago. Spec- 
ulation here is still bearish on wheat, but. 
only so because its dealsstillshow a loss. 

I believe it will be glad to get out whole 
when it can, and golong. The break in 
the Chicago May option has brought 
smiles to the faces of those here who are 
short of it, and who wore sad counte- 





nances indeed the day it touched 90c. It 
has been along and hard old sweat for 
many of our traders, and they are by no 
means sorry that the agony is apparent- 
ly over. The grain fleet to go out from 
Chicago will be watched and traced with 
interest. Many claim that the west 
should decline 10c per bu and still not 
affect seaboard prices. The government 
report was bullish on its face, but no one 
understands how Robinson arrived at 
his conclusions. His estimates as tocon- 
dition are far below those contained in 
the state reports, and this is what non- 
pluses everybody. Until the agricultural 
department explains its system of calcu- 
lating, the trade will have no more con- 
fidence in its figures than it had in the 
guesses of Dodge. If Robinson’s esti- 
mates are borne out by the facts, then 
his April report will ultimately turn the 
tide and enhance values, but not other- 
wise, or until his ‘“‘new system” is made 
known to the public. July wheat here 
is bringing 1¢ over the May option, which 
is something rarely seen in this market 
on any crop, and is all the more singular 
since, at this particular time, we have no 
stock to speak of, and since our receipts 
of southern wheat are always the heavi- 
est in July. Crop prospects around here 
are excellent, but private advices report 
considerable damage in other and more 
important sections. The fight is on, but 
it is between the giants, the small-fry 
wisely hugging the shore closely. Clear- 
ances from both coasts for the week were 
2,948,000 bus, as against 3,650,000 bus 
last week. Receipts of wheat here this 
week were 59,787 bus; stock today, only 
521,697 bus. 

Ocean freights are quiet and steady, at 
the following closing rates: Liverpool, 
per bu, 2d; Glasgow, per qr, 1s 414d; Ant- 
werp, 1s9d; Rotterdam, 1s 444d; Bremen, 
35 pigs; Belfast, 1s 9d; Bristol, 1s 444d; 
London, 1s 6d; Leith, —; Amsterdam, 
314c; Hamburg, 45 pfgs; Dublin, —; Havre, 
1s 6d; Cork, f. 0., 28 3d. 

Corn has ruled irregular and weak here 
this week, closing today unchanged on 
eash and %e lower on the options, as 
compared with our previous figures. Re- 
ceipts have been small, clearances large, 
stocks showing a decrease of 263,430 bus. 
Exporters continue to do a fair business 
in corn, while speculation is pronouncedly 
bearish on the cereal, believing that the 
bulk of the surplus is yet to move. Re- 
ceipts were 42,858 bus; stock, only 133,- 
570 bus.
